| marine diſtination, from an opinion that 


competent maſters are not to be found in 
this kingdom, hath induced the director, to 
open his Academy upon a ſcale equally en- 


larged with any foreign one, unaffiſted by 
Royal Donations. He flatters himſelf that 


his own aſſertions of his competency to 
ſuch an undertaking, are not his only 
teſtimonals : that the preparing and ſending - 


into the ſervice of their country upwards 
of 400 young gentlemen, (whoſe School 


acquiſitions have been to many of them the 
his 
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his capability to bechthe's preceptor to the | 
future defenders of our Las, Commerce and - 
Poſfeſſions. 

0 Uhis end a ſituation has bez ah 
ſen in the vicinity of the city, uniting all 
the advantages of the town, to the health- 
fulneſs and retiredneſs of the country, 
an extenſi ve concern, ſurrounded by fields and 
gardens, and upon which the director hath 
expended upwards of 1500l. with accom- 
modation for 100 pupils, and with the ad- 
vantages of a warm and cold Bath. — He 
conceives the whole need but be ſeen, to 
be approved of.
